To the Electors and Inhabitants

GENTLEMEN,--!' II K TIME FOH 
the annual Election of Mayor and Council- 
lors is now fast approaching. At the earnest re- 
quest of many voters of the city, I urn again in- 
duced to offer myself as a candidate loi the May- 
oralty. Having already served you in that capa- 
city lor over two years, uiul having stated at tho 
last Municipal Election that 1 should not again 
ask your sullragos us a candidate for civic honors, 
leem it my duty towards you to state my reasons 
• again allowing myself to be nominated as a 
ndidnto for ollice. 

At the time of the last election I, in common 
with the Municipal body generally supposed that 
tiicre was sullicient power granlcil under the ' In- 
corporation Act' to allow the Mayor mid Council 
lo continue tho works then commenced and par- 
tially completed; aad also to make many further 
improvements for the general benefit, such as a 
general sewerage, the grading and macadamizing 
oi many streets which the tiallie and commerce 
of the public absolutely demand ; the lighting of 
the principal streets with gas, and other impor- 
tant improvements which were then in contem- 
plation, lint the decision of the Ilonblc. Chief 
Justice in the suit of the "Corporation vs. Iling," 
had the effect of rendering the Council powerless 
during :hc past year for any thing useful, and 
prevented the carrying out of any of the numer- 
ous improvements intended. During the first 
municipal year the Corporation incurred a liabil- 
ity in the shape of a loan, for the payment of 
which as yet means have only been in part pro- 
vided, 'ihe proceeds of that loan were expended 
in making streets ; and no doubt you, fellow elcc- 
tois, feel with mu that the liability thus incurred 
should be promptly and faithfully met, and 1 had 
hoped that during tho past year such moasure, 
would have been adopted by the Corporation a, 
would have placed the repayment of the loan be- 
yond doubt, but owing to the Incorporation Act 
being held to bo invalid, such measures were out 
of uur power. In consequence of these uulookod 
for and unforeseen difficulties, I have been unable 
tu assist in currying out those measures which 1 
promised tu support when last before you, nnd 
liuve consequently concluded to oiler you my ser- 
vices for another year, contrary to my expecta- 
tion. Had the means been at the disposal of the 
Corporation, doubtless all the important measures 
1 have alluded to would have been carried out, in 
which case I should not have felt myself at liberty 
to have asked your voles again this year. 

Tho members ol the Lcgiolature for the city aud 
the Government having pledged themselves tu 
introduce during the preseut session of Parlit 
ment such amendments to the Incorporation Act 
as will make it a useful bill, I am convinced that 
the next Council will have it in their powor to 
render important scrwecs to ihe city; and if you 
do mc the honor lo leiurn me, 1 ehull strenu- 
ously endeavor to maintain the credit and 
honor of our City, at the same time I shall op- 
pose to the iitmuat any excessive taxation or any 
taxation beyond ueiual requirements, holding as 
I do that moderate and equitable taxation with 
the greatest economy in expenditure is ol the ut- 
most importance at the present time. 

It returned 1 shall us herctoloie endeavor to 
serve you faithfully, and if 1 occasionally err it 
will be from tho head and not from the heart.

GOVERNMENT ASSISTANCE. 



THE POLICE COURT. 



Two questions havo within tho lust few 
days come prominently before the Houae in 
reference to our fisheries aud our formers. 
Hitherto it has been exceedingly difficult lo 
get Iho membors of our Legislature into the 
vein of discussing nny topic but tho com- 
mercial one. It is therefore refreshing to see 
a determination ovinced lo look ufler o'lier 
and more stable intoreats. There is, however, 
a difficulty in approaching any schome which 
opens a now avenue to public expense. If 
we cannot show almost immediate benefits 
for any public outlay, the taxpayer is very 
apt to grumble and charge the Government 
with wasteful extravagance. When a ruem« 
ber of the Assembly, therefore, proposes to 
devote a certain portion of tho revenuu to 
develop our fisheries, or enuourage the growth 
of wheat, ho hus the query propounded to him — 
how much shall we bo benefited by the ar- 
rangement ? When Mr. DeCosmos proposed 
a further expenditure on tho trail lo Nanaimo, 
we objected to the motion on the ground that 
it was too premature, and thai the public 
would not receive a benefit commensurate 
with tho outlay ; but when thn same gentle- 
man asks the Government to devolo a sum ol 
money to prospect or assist in prospecting for 
fisheries, aud to oncouruge the production ol 
bume-mado dour, he makes a demand on the 
colonial rever.uo which in a very littlo time 
would be more than covored by the increased 
industry of Iho place. 

So far as indications go the shores and 
waters of Vanoouver Island bid fair to be- 
come the source of its greatest trade. Frim 
individual efforts, we have arrived at the 
knowledg-j that valuable fisheries abound 
along our coast; but, so far, our information is 
too meagre to turn these sources of wealth 
to very profitable account. It takes time 
and labor, and care in the first place to ex- 
plore tho waters, and to reduce the occupation 
of fishing to something like a regulated sys- 
tem. We cannot borrow our knowledge in 
this respect, but must acquire it by our own 
experience. We know that in Newfoundland 
the codfishing begins in June and lasts till 
the middle of October, but the season may be 
very different in Vancouver Island. We 
know that there aro peculiarities iu the 
fisheries of Newfoundland which do not exist 
here ; but as yet we are unable to arrive ai 
any settled plan for carrying on the trade 
successfully, it is, therefore, necessary that 
the Government should step in and endeavor 
by a collation of facts, to place the public iu 
peasession of all the necessary information 
on the subject. Onoo let somo reli- 
able data be put before tho people, 
and private enterprise will soon make 
our fisheries tho most profitable of our 
occupations and the most valuable ol 
our exports. Out of a population of over 
100,000 in Newfoundland there are but 3000 
people who livo independent of the fishing 
trade. We cannot, of course, expect to 
rival our almost counterpart on the Atlantic, 
but we may at least develop an industry that 
will give profitable employment to many 
thousands of our future population. When 
we look at tho immense number of small 
craft that are engaged in the fishing trade of 
Newfoundland, we see at once what an 
opening our fisheries would present for bout 
building. Tho number of boats and small 
vessels engaged in the cod fishing alone, in 
the colony just mentioned, is over 12,000, be- 
sides upwards of a hundred large vessels en- 
gaged oa coasters. Our waler productions, 
however, are not confined lo codfish ; we have 
salmon and other' fisheries almost unlimited 
iu extent ; like many other sources ol 
wealth, in tho colony, they aro almost 
hermetically sealed, from the simp'e fact 
tbat capital is scarce, and reliable informa- 
tion or data stiil scarcer. Much as we may 
hope from pnvute enterprise, and however 
desirable it is lo allow it to work out its 
own channels of trade and industry, ill our 
prosont comparatively helpless condition it 
is necessary lhai the Government should 
come forward with an enlightened and to^ 
tering spirit, and do its utmost towards tie 
veloping Ibis hitherto neglected source of 
wealth. 

The proposition lo hold ou! a bounty for 
the establishment of gri?t mills iaone of those 
things that every one is ready to acknow- 
ledge is wrong in principle, but withal a 
necessary measure for the encouragement ol 
the agricultural interest. We know that the 
colony can grow good wheat ; but, us Dr. 
Tolmie observes, it is not grown. We can- 
not, however, subscribe to iho doctor's con 
elusion that a grist mill is therefore unneces- 
sary. Our legislators, wo are ulruiif, are too 
apt to mix up tho cause with the ofiect. If 
vrhent is not grown, it is because there is no 
faeilily to turn it into flour. Let grist mills 
be established and we shall not continue 
many more years dependent on foreign coun- 
tries for our bieodsluffi. We must pay more 
attention to our industrial interests. So long 
as we aro determined lo carry out n broad, 
free trade policy, it is our duty lo remove 
every obstruction in the way ol agriculture. 
The task is, in tact, forced upon tia. Whether, 
therefore, a bonus or a bounty is ns a general 
rule injurlioious, is really nothing to the ques- 
tion. Our whole system of taxation is diller- 
ent from that of moat countries. In other 
places tho industrial elements are generally 
well protected by import duties, but with us, 
in tho onjoyment of free trade lo the utter- 
most, wn are too liable to make nil interests 
subserve the great commercial one ; it is, 
therefore, necessary, even H we Bluiuld strain 
a point, to show lo our agriculturists that we 
aro desirous of giving them a helping hand, 
aud thus enable them lo compete more suc- 
cessfully with their American neighbors.

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ASSAULT CASE. 

This was a caso of assault arising at the 
meeting of Mr. Bishop and Mr. Allett at the 
Bee Hive Hotel. Some altercation took 
place regarding somo business transaction! 
between them, and Mr. Allett shook Mr. 
Bishop's chair, and turned him round, ut the 
fame time using vory violent fariguage tu 
him. Two witnesses wero examined regard- 
ing the facts, and considerable amusement 
was occasioned in the Court by the laconic 
way in which ono of the witnesses gave his 
evidence. Tho Bench bound the defendant 
Allett to keep the peace for three months, in 
two sureties of twenty pounds each and hiu.« 
self in forty pounds. 

ARRESTS ON SUSPICION. 

Tho four men who were arrested on sus- 
picion of being concerned in various crimes 
on the oilier side, were brought up this 
morning. They were defended by Mr. Cour- 
lenay. Mr .Superintendent Smith gave some 
immaterial evidence, and the prisoner Smith 
wua discharged. The other three, Delligham, 
Keen and Murphy, were remanded. 

THE CHARGE AGAINST SUPERINTENDENT SMITH. 

Horace Smith, superintendent of police, 
arrested on a warrant charging him with il- 
legally receiving, on sevoral occasions, money 
from the proorietors of different saloons, for 
tho purpose of permitting gambling, appeared 
yesterday morning befi re the Beach. The 
following information had been previously 
sworn to, by ex-sergeant Wilmer : 

Mr. Copland acted as Crown prosecutor ; 
Mr. V'cCreight, instructed by Messrs, Pearkes 
& Green, defended. 

From iiilormalion I have received, 1 have 
reason lo believe that Horace .Smith, huper-. 
inlendentif police, has been in the habit of 
taking liribes, in order to induce him to show 
favor towards the proprietors of certain 
gambling housos, to wit : the Occidental sa- 
loon, tho Confederate sa oon, tho Hunk Ex- 
change, and the Fashion Hotel within eight- 
een months lust pust. 

Frank Hill, ex-sergeant of police, sworn 
and examined by Mr. lopland, stated — 1 was 
sergeant of police from May '6'i till last July ; 
1 believe there wero gambling houses carry- 
ing on business in this city ; I never saw it ; 
L base my belief on this. Sometime last winter 
I received instructions from Superintendent 
Horace Smith, duriug his absenco in caso 
information being laid or complaint lodged 1 
was to go round aud lot ill, proprietors know 
of it ; he mentioned several bouses, Keenan's. 
lie Occidental, Confederate, and Lovett's ; 
previous to ti is leaving in t tie gunboat, Mr. 
Smith made this statement to me ; alter Mr. 
Smith leli 1 acted as sergeant of police ; I 
have mentioned the houses already named to 
Mr. Smith ; this was sometime In the winter 
of 1863 . the superintendent, when 1 reported 
these bouses, told me not to mind them ; 1 
never suggested taking any action ; I don't 
thiuk the superintendent ever mude any other 
remarks; I believe it was about October, 
about a year ago, that 1 reported Keonan's, 
the Occidental. Confederate, and Lovett's; 
I urn riot aware of any proceedings having 
been taken in oonseqnenco of these reports 
made to the Superintendent. (Book pro- 
duced) Tbjs is the Sergeanls report book. I 
was junior Sergeant ut Ihe time. I reported 
to Sergeant Blake that ICeenan's was open 
alter 2 o'clock in the morning continually. 
No further action was taken than lhat Blake 
wrote it down in a book. I believe tbero 
wore somo proceedings taken, but am not 
suro. No proceedings were taken against 
the houses in consequence of my reports to 
tne Superintendent. 

Mr. Copluud — Before putting Iho next 
question I wish lo iuform you lhat ihe Gov- 
ernor will take no advantage ol what yon 
say, you are (reo to answtr, freo from pains 
and penalties. 

Witness — I did not report those houses to 
the Commissioner of I'olice when I found 
that ihe Superintendent took no action upon 
the report, because I had not sufficient evi- 
dence lo support in y statement — no further 
evidence 1 mean than the statement. 
I did not at that time know that Smith had 
told Wilmer tho same as he had told me. I 
I was never acting Superintendent. I should 
say it was Mr. Smith's duly lo take action 
on my report; I was under fear ol going fur- 
ther ; if I had no evidence to back my state- 
ment 1 believe 1 should have beenjdischurged. 
aergeunt Blako reported Mr. Smith once 
and was removed to Esuuimilt ; I believe 
the Superintendent received money. 

Mr McCi eight did not crojs-exumiuc ihe 
witness 

By Mr Temberton — Was there anything to 
prevent you as a constable from laying an in- 
lormatiori wnen yon were aware gambling 
was going on in those houses? 

Witness — 1 thought it was no uso for me 
as a constable lo lay the information without 
its being done through the Superintendent 

Mr i'emberlon — Did you make any uppli- 
calion lo join the I'olice lorcu again / 

Witness — I'artly , Mr Smith told me if 1 
could manage to get up a case against any 
ol ihe gambling houses he would ask Ihe 
IJovernor to appoint me 

Witness (lo Mr. Copland) — Mr. Smith told 
me to let the bouses know if any proceed 
mgs were taken, so Ihul Mey might be frus- 
trated, uud the proprietors warned before tho 
officers cun.e there. 

Mr. Copland — You say you had no evid- 
ence against the gambling oouses ; how did 
you know they existed ! 

Witness — I was told so ; il was a comiii"ti 
rumor. 

Mr McCreight objecied to the reception 
of henr-say evidence. 

By ihe Court— Tho application for admis- 
sion tu Ihe Police force was before t\ ilmrr 
laid his oomplaiut ; I remember a visit paid 
to several houses to see if they were open 
III consequence of instructions [ then re- 
ceived Irum the Court 1 reported the matter. 

Jaeph Lovett, swum, states — I keep the 
Hank Exchange Saloon; 1 never paid Mr 
Smith a dollar in the world, or any body else, 
to pay him for tin privili go of gambling : I 
Have never to my knowledge given any money 
or valuable consideration to any person or 
peisons with the intention of its ultimately 
reaching the Superintendent ol Police, loi 
ihe purpose of ecjoying immunities from the 
liohce. 

Mr Copland — Did you ever state to any 
person that you bad done so ? 

Witness — Not to my knowledge; I should 
like 10 know whether 1 am here as n witness 
aguinst .Mr Smith or the whole of the police ? 

Mr McCreight— Tho enquirj is conducted 
in such a mauncr thai 1 defy you tu find nut 
Voi arc liete as a witness against Mr Smith 

Major Foster look the learned Council to 
task lor the remark which he considered a 
reflection on the Court. 

Mr. McCreight denied that hi had mude 
one. 

Mr. Copland repeated the last question ' 

Witness — I must again ask whether I urn 
a witness against the rest of tho Police; I 
have never given a cent to Mr. Smith, aud 
lie never asked me lor it. 

Mr. Copland pressed tho question. 

Witness objected to stale anything which 
might inculpate outside parties unles3 com- 
pelled by the Court. 

The Bench decided that the question was 
not iu order at present. 

Mr. Copland — lias there over been any 
gambling carried on iu your bouse } 

Mr. McCreight said tho question could not 
be put. 

Mr. Cepland said ho Could only arrive at 
tin! trill 1 1 in a certain way. The question 
find been put privately and did not succeed, 
he now had to get it piecemeal. Tho pro- 
clamation treed Mr. Loveit. 

Wituens — Well that makes no difference ; 
I will answer the question by saying lhat I 
suppose there has been more gambling carried 
mi in my bouse than in any oilier in the 
country (laughter and applause). 

Mr C— Was iho Superintendent of Police 
aware of il ? 

Witness — I suppose so: everybody know 
it, il was no secret ; I don't know lhat Iho 
Superintendent was aware of it, but 1 sup- 
pose somo of ihe police must have boon su : 
people used to come in and out and iho police 
have come m nr.d made an arrest 

By Mr MeCieight — There has been no 
gambling carried on in my house within the 
last eighteen months ; 1 'Bold the place last 
Oetober two years anil during Iho four 
months which elapsed until I re-purchaned 
it I was told gambling wus going on nil the 
time, Sincu thou no guinea have been 
ployed thnre.

Harry Wilmer, ex sergeant of ill* police 
was sworn aud desired to amend the infor-

Sergeant Geeri/e Illakc, sworn— (Mr. Cop- 
land called tho witness' attention to ihe Gov- 
ernor's proclamation published in the morn- 
ing paper*). I have been in the police since 
'59 ; I wus made sergeant in 'CO ; reduced in 
'61, and reinstated in '02; I believe theie 
bait been gambling going on in town, but 
never 8aw it ; I have been told by Mr. Earlos 
and possibly others, whom I don't recollect ; 
1 have reported them to Mi. Smith ; Karles 
reported to me tho Foshion ans) Bank Ex- 
change. When I told Mr. Smith he Raid 
Governor Dough's knew gambling was being 
carried on in the town, and Mr. Pemberton 
also, but they did not wish them to bo inter- 
fered with us it would drive n number of 
people away from tho colony who would 
otherwise stop here. This was in the winter 
of '02. I did not interfere. I was not ownte 
of any proceedings over having been taken 
by tho Superintendent in consequence ol my 
report. Besides myself thero were only 
special officers on Yates and Johnson street 
beats. Mr. Smith oidered what beats the 
men "eiu lo take and I saw that the men 
tool? their beats ; (witness hero explained 
the beats) ; Mr Smith has made u proposi- 
tion to me about receiving money from 
thoso gambling houses, lie said certain 
houses wero carrying on gambling and that 
they were to pay us so much a week as our 
pay was small. Tho Governor knew of it 
and that was all right, aud Mr. Pemberton 
was willing if he had his share. 1 agreed to 
it as I felt that if I did'nt 1 should be hoisted 
out of tho force altogether. I re'colvcd money 
from Mr. Iveenan and from a man named 
Robert Geritzen. Mr. Keenan said when he 
gave tho money that ho wanted us to keep 
a good look out round his bouse uud be would 
give us so much, llo sometimes gavo $'20, 
sometimes $30, S40, or S5II.

: «fc liurnuby for an officer to watch some fruit, 
i which was never handed over, end I was then 
j Scut to Esquimalt ; .Vr. Foucanll hus paid 
j me money. 

i Mr. McCreight— Mr. Fouoaull's name is 
I not mentioned in the information. 



bat their votes should be registered in the 
journals of the House as unwilling to aid in 
construelitig mills. He would continue to 
raise his voice to assist in the oponing up ol 
the country, although lion, gentlemen might 
bave nil their inteiests and toolings centered 
f i Victoria harbor and Victoria town. His 
uon. colleaguo was opposed to bounties in 
principle, but advoeuted tho Agricultural 
Society giving a bounty or premium. lie 
(Mr. DeCosmos) would like to know the 
difference between the bounty given by the 
Government and that by the Agricultural 
Society further thau between individual aud 
colonial effort. 

Dr. Tolmie.said the reason why no wheat 
had been grown here for tho lust Bix years 
was that Oregon and California had produced 
so much grain, and sent so much flour here, 
that our furmers could not compele. Tho 
brewers of this city informed him that Island 
grown barley wus bettor lor their purposes 
than imported grain. There was nlso a 
great demand lor oats nnd butchor meat, nnd 
it would bo far more profilaolo for our farm- 
err, to raise these things than wheat. Ho 
was opposed lo the bounty systom on princi- 
ple ; it was an exploded system. A flour 
mill night pay in Victoria by importing 
wheat, but in tho district it was diflercnt. 
Partners would do far bettor by briugiiig in 
their oals, barley, &C, in their light wagons, 
and taking back their slocks of flour. That 
was ihe normal and natural state of things 
iu this colony (No, no I from Mr. DuCosinos) 
M». Young moved an amendment, to tho 
effect that any person erecting a mill in any 
part oi iho colony, capable of grinding 00 
barrels a-day should icceivo a bounty of 
$1,250. 

1 he original motion was lost, only Mr. 
DeCosmos voting for it, aud the amendment 
was carried. 

The committee rose and reported progress, 
and the House adjourned at half-past four 
o'clock till to-day, when the dredging ma- 
chine, land registry bill and coroner's bill 
will be taken up.

A DOUT TWENTY MILES INSIDK OF

Tho United States surveys not yet having been 
eitendeil to this part of Washington Territory, a 
number of pre-euip'ious were made hy American 
citizens, and these pre-empted lauds leased to the 
Company for D'J years, for a consideration In 
stock. In this manner the Company arc posses- 
sors now of 1700 acres, all of which bus been 
located expressly with a view to the inlrrcsts of 
tho Company, and comprises the whole of the 
land around Clallam Bay, — nearly 000 acres,— in 
anticipation of a future town site, and about 120(1 
acres of level laud, located in one body expressly 
as a coal field. Hut as there is a much larger urea 
uf land, which is doubtless coal bearing, the Com- 
pany bave made arrangements for a Government 
survey with B view to the purchase of fiom 10,000 
to 15,000 acres, which will cost In legal currency 
at this time only about fifty cents per acre. 

The Company was organized June I, 186*, and 
immediately commenced work by mining the 
principal i.eam in the face of the cliff, nooui twen- 
ty-live feet above high water mark. At the same 
lime they engaged the services of the most ex- 
perienced mining engineer in the country (Mr. 
Landolo) to examine (he mine and adiaceni for- 
mations, and report upon tho same, and to advise 
the Company as to their future operations. 

Mr. Landate reported mat "amine bad been 
driven Into coal, cropping out about four miles 
west of Pillar Point, and alter crOM&ipa two faults 
got into clean coal 21X inches thick," that it has 
been thrown up by a " fault,'' or to use bis own 
language, " a great pentnc fnult, traceable for at 
least nine miles from Pillar Point westward." "It 
not unfrequently happens," ho says, "that a 
great disturbance like this leaves the field com- 
paratively clean, I therefore directed my attention 
io the other side of the range and lauds beyond 
it, examining the inner side of the bluff and 
Clallam River and several small streams uud 
ridges In the valley. 

"Tne inner sids of ihe range on the west end 
is nearly vertical, gradually Battening as yuu pro- 
ceed eastward, presenting a fine, gently undula- 
ting surface; I examined the sides of several 
small ridges in different purls ol the valley, and 
got a suit yellow sandstone iu each of them , but 
could neither get anything like inclination or 
thickness ; this sandstone uives one some idea of 
continuity, and tho probability is tbat u series of 
small de'acbod (coal) basins extend .south, one 
after another, for a great distance inland." 

Mr. Landale further siys, that the fossils, 
which he found in great abundance indicate that 
the field is one of recent date. •'There is hardly 
a shale or sandstone that docs not contain car- 
bonized vegetable matter, in or through them, 
which tends to show that the deposit will not be 
regular, and all the beds will bu subject to thick- 
ening and thinning at intervals." And he recom- 
mends tint while the present mine be used as a 
stand-by for samples, that a bore should be put 
down at a point on Ihe other side of Ihe bluff and 
about a mile from Clallam Bay ; and gives his 
reasons for supposing •' lhat the original twenty 
two inch seam would be found ut a reasonable 
depth." This point, Mr. Landale continues, "is 
also at a reasonable distance from the cross ridge 
or fault, and comparatively beyond its influence." 

"Lastly," Mr. Landale says, in recommending 
toe bore, " a depth of fifty fathoms will most 
likely expose new and perhaps thicker coals.

Tho following report of tho last Grand 
Jury of Curiboo will be read with interest, as 
it touches upon many matters vitally uffcoting 
the miners aud merchants ol both coloutes. 
May it I'ien60 your Lordship :— 
3 The grand jury for the district of Cariboo 
East, recently convened by your order, begs 
respectfully to congratulate your Lordship 
upon the peaco and quietness of the oountry 
and tho almost total absence of all crime. 
Thogiand jury at iis present sitting has found 
neither presentment nor indictment, nor hits 
even a complaint for criminal infraotion of 
tiie laws beon presented. In u country whoso 
population comes from all quarters of the 
globe, aud where the conliolling influences of 
regular society and domestic relations are 
largely wanting, where tho huge majority of 
the population are transient in their residence 
and nomadic in their habits, arid where dis- 
sipation is their only recreation; this etalc 
of things strikes tho miner us remarku'ole, 
nnd wo seek at once for l ho oauso. It is 
found, perhaps, alono in the fact, that no 
where upon the Paoilio Coast is the majesty 
of the law so folly maintained and upheld us 
in this colony. So thoroughly has public 
jasiice boon enlorced ami tha public power 
maintained by your Lordship that the evil 
door despairs of escape from punishment and 
submits quietly to the law, lully illustrating 
tiie axiom that tho certainty, nioro than the 
measure of tho punishment, deters crime. 

The grand jury regard with pain and 
an-iiety tliu fact that the population of tho 
mining districts of the colony is rapidly de- 
creasing. This result i; part from causes 
over which the legislative und judicial uuthc« 
rities can exercise no control. Vot whilo this 
is true it cannot bo denied that oilier causes 
are concurring to produce this unfortunate 
result which are clearly within the roach of 
the legislative, if not of lbs Judicial depart- 
ment. Imprisonment for debt may be a very 
useful coercive measure in old settled countries 
whore society and trade aro worn down in tn 
regular channels, where tho capitalist has n 
certainty lor his investment, and the laborer 
for his wages, where the result ol labor 
and money combined may be reasonably com- 
puted beforehand, ami where financial ruin 
can only result from great misfortune or por. 
sunal unworlbiness. Hut in a country whore 
all the results of human effort are contingent 
and doubllul— where the most skilful, per' 
severing and active efforts are commonly at- 
tended by the most calamitous results — whore 
success is accidental, and not certain, or de- 
pendent upon tliu skill u - industry of the in- 
dividual, failures must be of frequent occur- 
rence, and oflener among tho more energetic 
aud enterprising than otherwise. Gold mining 
in all countries is nu exceedingly precarious 
and uncertain vocation, and if every unfortu 
naie gold miner is driven lo choose between 
llight and incarceration, he will not be

uncertain It was rumored for some time, 
that the unfortunate deceased had met with 
his death from tlio accidental upsetting of a 
canoe. It was only until the tribe, as is cus- 
tomary, began lo boast ol their deeds, that a 
olue to tlio atrocity was obtnined. lie should 
bo enabled to prove tlint the prisoner was 
the Indian who actually stabbed Bamfleld. 
The evidence would cbiclly rest on a reite- 
ration ol the confessioo of the accused nnd 
the knowledge ol possession of the properly, 
aiso the information bo afforded as to the cir- 
cumstance of his burial. The following wit- 
nesses were thou called : 

1'eter Francis. — I wus well acquainted 
with Hamtield lor some six years. I 
saw liim lust in a plunger. I have seen 
some of his property sinco his death ; I 
have seen a pair of dowsers, purt of a shirt, 
and n knife. I have seen a skull in the pns- 
ei'ssion of Thomas Robert!. When I came 
to Victoria I askod Superintendent Smiih to 
see each of the prisoners. 1 recognised the ac 
cused, who told me tlint be had committed the 
murder, but wanted ino not to say anything 
about it, and that if I would'nt I should have 
a lot of skins, he would muko me a rich tyhce. 
He told me that it was foggy, und after some 
conversation be struck BamGeld with a knife 
twice. 

Cross-oxamined by Mr. I'ark— I was sent 
for from Port Sun Juan by tho Government. 
I havo known the prisoner a long time ; bo 
never assaulted mo ; Han. field liked him very 
much. He originally asserted that the de- 
ceased was killed by tho capsizing nf bis 
canoe. I did not sue him lor nine months 
alter the commission of the crime. I think 
I understand the language of the tribe as 
well as any other white man. On a previous 
occasion, before 1 saw him in the gaol, he 
admitted the murder. 

Re-examined — 1 have been eleven years on 
the coast. Bamfleld had been Indian agent 
for several mouths ; ho was connected with 
Captain Stamp; 1 frequently visited him, he 
wan n partner ol mine) lur 6omo time. 

ii y the Jury — I never heard of JSamfield 
having any quarrel with tho natives. 

Upon Kle-shin, on Ohiat, being put in the 
box, a long discussion nguin took place, as 10 
whether the Indian witnesses understood 1 lie 
n iture of an oath. .Mr. Turk objecting f .r 
the prisoner. 

His Honor decided upon taking down his 
deposition. 

Kle-shin said he was a tt/hee of bis tribe, 
the prisoner killed Hamtield, his reason for 
thinking so was that Klats-mich told him so. 
The prisoner also told him that he and Bp.ni- 
field left the house alone lo get some berries. 
That Bomfleld'a foot slipped a little, when 
ho, lCLits-mich, struck him in the shjo with 
ins kuifo, first on one side and then. another, 
He could not recognise the skull produced. 

Several witnesses were examined, and the 
prisoner was linally acquitted, 



the debtor's prison. In view of all the facta, the 
grand jury cannot separate without expressing 
the garncat conviction that imprisonment for debt, 
except in cases of fraud, is a feature of tho law 
wholly unsui'ed to a gold mining country, and 
urging its modification or absolute repeal. 
1 The restricted application of the liaukrupt Law 
Is another aourcc of misfortune to the colorr. 
Framed in a country where the commercial was 
I the preponderating interest, and where but few 
casualties cuuld occur except iu trade, it was per- 
haps well to confine its benefits to traders. Llut 
in a country where the occupation of the masses 
is infinitely more precarious than thatot the trader, 
no valid reason is perceived why its benefits should 
not be within the reach of all. 

The next subject to which we would call your 
Lordship's attention is that of capital and labor. 
Experience has proved beyond duuot that capital 
is essential for the successful working of tho 
mines in this district. It is therefore advisable 
und necessary that every inducement and facility 
should be given for the investment of capital, by 
making such alteration in the laws as will provide 
for its hotter security, and enable residents in 
other countries to employ their means here with 
confidence. We are of opinion thai the Legisla- 
ture iihould make the following provisions . 

1. "A Joint Stock Mining Act, under which 
mining partnerships of two or more persons can 
bo formed, limiting the liabilities of each indi- 
vidual to bis share only of tho partnership 
liabilities j and that no otficial expenses or form- 
alities be compulsory on the formation of such 
partnerships. 

2. A provision to enable the owners of ground 
by pre-emption or otherwise to have the option of 
obtaining a lease Tor say ten years of such ground, 
paying for the samo an annual rent in lieu of feo 
for re-recording. 

3. A provision to enable persons desiring to 
purchase a mining license for more ihan one year 
to do so, making a proportionate reduction in tho
